The Texaco tanker Arkansas 
sailing without load, hit but not 
sunk. 
Survivors Picked Up 
The oil company executives said 
that refineries in both Aruba and 
Curacao were shelled by submar­ 
ines but no damage or deaths 
ashore resulted. 
Tw'enty-two- survivors of the 
Tia J uana and the San Nicolas 
picked up after seven hours on 
the water, were taken to a hos­ 
pital, suffering mainly from shock. 
Each ship had a crew of 26 men. 
(What happened to the crews 
of the Oranjestad, Pedernales, Ra­ 
faela and the Texaco tanker was 
not stated.) 
The first six ships listed carried 
about 25,000 barrels of oil each. 
The Maracaibo oil executives 
said that a Shell plane had warned 
14 outgoing tankers to return to 
Maracaibo lake, and oil shipments 
were held up indefinitely.
